come haue Palmes, Lawrels, white Garments, the ſeales 


and fignes ofthe Lords eternall loue. Theſe marks do 
T3 defignc 
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deſigne the glory of Martyrs , Roſes of the fizld red by 
their death, and the beauty of Saints, Lilies of the val- 
leyes,white in the innocency of their /fe, theſe ſhall ne- 
uer hungernor thirſt,nor ſerrow, for the Lembe is their 
light,and Lordfor euermore. Butthe Saixts marked in 
my Text, doe de/;gne the militant Church, euer as the 
woman in the Regelation trauelling, euer like Rachel wee- 
ping, and therfore marked to be preſerucd. 

In the 1. of Chronicles the 4. and ninth, /abez the ſon 
of Aſhur is ſaid to be more hononrable then all his bre- 
thren, the reaſon is becauſe his mether bare him in ſor- 
row, and his name is 4 #ame of ſorraw. In the next verſe 
Rahez called vpon the God of //rael to bee deliuered 


from eail,and the Lord, ſaith the Text, heard him,and | 


granted it to him; here is the fruit of ſorrow. Ofall the 
Trees in the world, we read of none remaznzine , but 
the Oline tree afterthe flood, from this tree the Doxe 
had the bough. Many ancients do obſerue much here- 
vþen, & attribute much to this Olexe tree as being moſt 
greene when it is moſt watred , moſt fruitfull when it 
areppeth and diſ{illeth. Danid compareth himſelfe to an 
Oliuc tree, 7 42 45 a greene Oliue tree in the Temple , in 
the houſe of the Lord, and Chriſt was more conuerſant 
in the Mount of 0/z#et , then on any other place. I 
znferre nothing vpon theſe places but onely this, thar 
after the flood of ſorrow our Olive branches ſhall bee 
greene, and flouriſhing. E/ſha caſt ſalt into the bitter 
waters to make them ſweet, /a{ſum in amrum , ſayth 
one:did he caſt /alt into bitter,can /a/t make ſweer? Yes 
the /orrow which is as ſalt (caſt into the paſſages of our

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\life which of themſelues be bzrrer) doth ſweeren and 
reliſh our whole fate in this life. Wee neuer readthar 
our S4wforr tooke the booke out of the Prieſts hand in

Atthe length Mary commeth, ſhee fal- 
leth downe and weepeth, and cryeth out, Maſter if 
thou hadſt beene here my brother had not died, then 
Teſas ſeeing her weepe, and the Iewes weepe,he groaned 
in (þzr#t,and was troubled,yet he wept not.
